As  to  the  benefit  to  the  surrounding  country  it  needs  only 
to  be  said  that  neany  $107,000  in  cash  has  been  distributed  in 
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prizes  since  the  inauguration  of  the  fair,  the  bulk  of  which  went 
to  the  agricultural  classes  throughout  the  surrounding  country 
As  to  the  educational  advantages,  these  can  hardly  be  estimated.* 
Once  a  year  there  is  a  mighty  gathering  of  all  sorts  and  con- 
ditionsofmenfromall  sections,  new  machinery  is  examined, 
new  Ideas  are  conceived,  new  methods  and  experiences  com- 
pared  and  the  result  is  an  irresistable  incentive  to  get  out  of  the 
old  rut  and  come  up  on  to  the  higher  plane  of  20lh  century  pro-
